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INTRODUCTION. 


It  is  with  great  pleasure,  mingled  with  hope 
that  our  small  efforts  will  be  appreciated,  that 
the  following  work  has  been  prepared  with  view 
of  enlightening  those  interested  in  the  copper 
coins  issued  by  the  United  States  Government. 
To  the  advanced  collector  we  have  endeavored 
to  make  this  volume  so  concise  and  comprehen- 
sive that  he  may  at  a single  glance  refresh  his 
memory  as  to  the  numismatic  values  of  the  U.  S. 
minor  coinage. 

The  Numismatist  and  the  Coin-Dealer  have 
had  no  reliable  guide  to  determine  the  actual 
value  of  the  specimens  in  their  cabinets;  the 
amateur  has  virtually  possessed  less,  the  various 
“Coin-Prices,”  issued  by  dealers  (reliable  and 
otherwise),  have  but  confused  rather  than  helped. 
To  him  also  we  trust  this  work  will  be  of  assist- 
ance, both  in  the  placement  of  his  coins  and  the 
values  he  should  pay.* 

More  than  a dozen  auction-sales  catalogues  cov- 
ering the  season  1900-01,  have  been  consulted,! 
and  as  a consequence  a reliable  estimate  can  be 
obtained  of  values,  based  upon  what  intending 
purchasers  are  actually  willing  to  pay. 

The  following  dealers  have,  in  a more  or  less 
degree,  made  a specialty  of  selling  coins  at  public

“Gilbert'’  variety;  rev.  Hays  7,  9,  10  and  11. 

Obv.  similar  to  Hays  10,  but  differs  in  ending 
of  hair,  which  is  uniformly  spaced.  In  liberty 
the  upright  of  r is  further  to  the  left  and  more 
distant  from  hair  than  Hays  7.  But  two  known. 
R.  6.  Value  $25.00. 

Another,  with  rev.  Hays  7,  9,  10  and  11.  Obv. 
similar  to  Hays  11,  but  differs  in  length  of  pole, 
which  does  not  touch  milling.  7 in  date  is  up- 
right. But  two  known.  R.  6.  Value  $25.00. 

Another,  with  rev.  of  Hays  31.  On  obv.  hair 
terminates  in  8 locks,  the  lowest  resembling  that 
of  Hays  15,  second  lock  from  cap  is  short  and 
pointed  at  end;  other  locks  all  of  one  length.  1 
in  date  distant,  7,  9,  and  4 uniformly  spaced  and 
close.  L and  R in  liberty  distant  from  cap 
and  head.  liberty  and  date  near  milling. 
Only  one  known,  so  far  unique. 

It  remains  only  to  be  added  that  the  second 
volume  of  this  work  will  be  issued  shortly,  and 
devoted  to  the  silver  coinage  of  the  United 
States.
